Dr. Roy Qiehla, local chiropractor, 
who was recently arrested for prac- 
ticing medicine without a proper li- 
cense In the State of Kentucky, was 
tried yesterday afternoon before a 
Jury in Squire Prcd W. Bauer's Court 
and after a trial lasting about six 
hours waa acquitted by the Jury. The 
case attracted a great number of peo- 
ple tntareated in It* outcome. 

The trial ot Or. Olabla waa act for 
Wednesday afternoon but owing to 
the fact that the chief witness for the 
defense was not present the trial was 
postponed until yesterday morning. At 
10 o'clock the trial began. Some lit- 
tle time was spent In securing a jury 
for tho case. 

The first wltnesH for the prosecu- 
tion was Deputy County Clerk Arthur 
Wood, who produced the medical rec- 
ord of the county and swore that the 
defendant had not secured a license 
for practicing medicine In this state. 
Dr. W, H. Taulbee waa then placed 
on the witness stand. He testified that 
Or. Qlehls had opened ofllces In the 
First-Standard Bank building and 
that he waa advertising in the local 
papers. He was examined on the ques- 
tion of the relation of osteopathy and 
chiropractic and stated that his uii-. 
dcrstanding of the matter waa that 
they were the same. 

Dr. C. W. McClanahan was then 
called to the witness stand. He gave 
In Bubatance the same aa Dr. Taul- 
bee'a teatlmony and then gave a tele- 
phone converaatlon he had overheard 
while In hia offloe. the converaatlon 
was between Or. Oletala and a pa- 
tient. The conversation had no direct 
bearing on the case. 

Mr. O'llonnell, attorney for the de 
fcnse, then made a motion to dismiss 
the case as he thought the Common- 
wealth had failed to prov(> a case 
against his client for practicing niedi- 
cinc without a license. This motion 
waa overruled by the eonrt and the 
trial was reaumed. 

Dr. George P. Lambert, a chiroprac- 
tor from Flemlngiburg waa the only 
witness used by the defendant. He 
said that he had been practicing In 
this state for over a year and had npt 
secured a license to do so. He was 
questioned to some length as to the 
methods used by chiropractors and 

Ilie gave all of the answers very 
quickly and clearly. 
The attorneys then made their argu- 
ments before the Jury. The prosecu- 
tion contended that medicine Included 
the practice of any treatment of the 
human body for allmenta. The defenae 
argued that Dr. Glehia waa not prac- 
ticing medicine, Insofar that he did 
not Rive druga of any Idnda. Both 
_ lawyers made brilliant apeeebea. 

The Jury composed of the Messrs. 
Henry Shea, James Clarke, James Ire 
land, aherman Am, George Frank and 
George Dlshop returned the following 
verdict: "We, tho jury, find for the 
defendant." 

Judge T. K. Todd of Louisville, at- 
torney for the State Board of Healih, 
represented the Commonwealth in tlie 
prosecution and Hon. F. P. O'Donncll 
the defenae. The caae attracted a 
great deal ot attention throughout the 
elty and county.

The I'ullowing statement lius bcoii 
Isvued by Prof. J. W. Caplinger, Su- 
perintendent of city schools: 

That we may classify pupils more 
nearly according to their several abil- 
ities, to save time for the pupils, to be 
able to make the work more individ- 
ual, to meet the requirements thrust 
upon us from pupils of other soIiooIh 
who chauMP their residence to this 
city, and for the xcncral oltlciciicy ol 
the public schools ot Maysville, the 
Hoard of lOduciition dicidid at li» 
)3eptember meeting to inaugurate the 
system, now ciuployed in most of the 
city schools, of .Mid-year promotion. 

It Is my purpose to have several 
■ short discussions In the three dally 
papers between now and January 29th, 
the opening date of the second sem- 
ester, first, relative to the advantaRes, 
antl secQKfi, the necessary steps that 
will i>jv/^ to lie taken to make the sys- 
. oiii ralive in .May.sx ille, 1 will 
state at (lie outset for the benellt of 
tax payers, tlie elianRe will not in- 
volve tile e.xpenditure of one addition- 
al cent, merely matter of readjust- 
ment 

The statement was made at the be- 
ginning of this article that the AD- 
VANTAQBS are: 

(1) A more exact classlfloatlon of 
the children according to their In- 
tellectual attainments. 

(2) A saving of time for the pupil. 

(3) Making the work more Individ- 
ual. 

(4) Knablint; our schools to artic- 
ulate with the work done in other 
Bchools in the case of pupils moving 
into our city. 

It Is my purpose to discuss each of 
these advantages separately. A prop- 
er dasiflflcatlon of pupils involves, 
flrst, a careful analysis of the Intel- 
lectual inheritance and acquired 
knowledge of the different children; 
second, a systematic grouping of like 
abilities and attainments; third, that 
the period of time for redistribution 
of those with similar int«'llectual con- 
tent be twice a year or at tlie begin- 
ning of each HCinester, Se|)teniber and 
February, instead of September as It 
now exists. Under this plan each 
grade Is divided Into an A and B sec- 
tion—promotions or demotions occur 
at the end of each Ave months. To 
■particularize, two boys whom I will 
call James and George enter school 
In September both enrolling in the 
Third Grade. James is considerably 
above the average In his ability to ac- 
quire and understand the work pre- 
sented by the teacher, In addition to 
this, his parents are careful about his 
health; regular attendance; and home 
habits such as refraining from cigar- 
otts, staying off the streets at nights, 
member of s gang, etc. George might 
easily be pictured as the direct oppo- 
site to that as we bare no snmll num- 
ber of that type, but let us say rather 
that this George is one of the fifty- 
seven varieties wlio tries to get his 
lessonH hut because of irregular at- 
tendance—through sickness, indiffer- 
ence of parent or what not— because 
of a fondness for things other than 
books and lastly because of no spe- 
cial aptitude for learning finds hlmRcIf 
^t"the middle of the sctiool year lost 
in . the bewildering perplexities of 
AfHhmetlo or Language. 

Shall we let George go on with the 
grade and at the end of the year fall 
him 80 that he loses the entire year, or 
sball we demote him before so much 
valuable time has been wasted and be- 
fore he iR lost so deeply? Returning 
to James, if his work has been so sat- 
isfactory that tlie leaclier knows full 
well he can do the work in the B sec- 
tion of the 4th Grade ho could be ad- 
vanced to a beginning class of the 4th 
Grade made up ot others like himself 
thoee regularly promoted from the 
3rd A and those like George demoted 
at the middle of the 4th. In the 1914 
rejort of the I'nited States Commis- 
sioner ot Education, Vol. 1, p. 97, 
"One of the signs of progress Is that 
few Bchools now rely entir, ly upon 
exainlnatieiis !\n n test for pidinotion 
In some kcIiooIb exaniinalioiis are 
made to count one-half, while in oth- 
ers they count only one-fourth. It is 
now recognised that examinations are 
not true tests of the pupil's ability 
to do the next grade's work, and that 
a pupil should not be promoted on 
what he knows, but on what be can 
do. Of 756 superintendents In the 
•mailer cities reporing, M9 say that 
tknr are now depending on examlna- 
tmil iBueh leas than formerly."

As has been threatened for some 
time past the owner of the Ohio River 
& Columbus Railroad Company have 
ordered the discontinuance of opera- 
tions of that road on next Saturday, 
January 20. 

Appeals have been made by the Bus- 
iness Men's Club ot Ripley and by the 
nmnufacturers along the line to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission and 
the Public Utilities Commission of 
Ohio, setting forth the great injury 
this discontinuance of operations will 
work, but as yet nothing has develop- 
ed. Georgetown, which will also be 
badly injured. Is also making a bard 
fight to keep the road. 

Some tUiOOO is the amonnt of 
money Invested in this road by Brown 
county people, and It seems as though 
iliey should receive some considera- 
tion in the matter. While the road is 
now owned by i)rivate parties yet it 
stands to reason that the money sunk 
ill the venture by home iieople should 
mean something, and a hard, stiff 
light for the retention of the road 
will undoubtedly be the result. 

The removal of the road will work 
liavoc to Iliplcy and her manufactur- 
ing industries. Many of the them de- 
pend entirely upon this road and 
without it would have to close down. 
The Ripley Brick Company with its 
large orders for the coming season 
would face a problem almost impossi- 
ble to solve, in transporting its prod- 
uct. The Ripley Loose Leaf Ware- 
houses would also be forced to ex- 
tremities In siiipplng the enormous 
quantity of tobacco which is sold 
there every week, the biK plant of the 
Standard Oil Company would be ren- 
dered useless, and every factory in 
town would be crippled. 

Then too. the town Itself would be 
placed In a bad way, especially in the 
winter time, when the road Is depend- 
ed upon to carry foodstuffs, merchan- 
dlBe, coal and other necessities that 
\re needed, not taking into considera- 
ilon the loss of business which Is na- 
turally expected to come to town 
llirough this channel. 

The situation is now becoming des- 
perate and quick action on the part of 
both the people and the railroad com- 
mission is necessary. 

What are we going to do about it? 
Are we going to stand Idly and see 
onr railroad taken from us?
